One of fhe best results of the convention of the Police 


Chiefs' Association recently held in Washington was the mak- 
ing clear of the authority and duty of the police forces of the 
country with reference (o enemy aliens. The'convenfion was 


. 
addressed by some of the leading- men of the nation, and the 
duty of the chiefs in dealing with persons who are a menace to 
the government was made plain. The police chief of a lead- 
ing New England city on his return from (he convention said: 
"We now know just what authority we may exercise to help 
the government and how glad the government will be lo have 
us exercise that authority. In fact, it depends largely upon the 
police organizations of the country to assist the department of 
justice and (he secret service operatives, in the vast work which 
neither of those departments is equipped (o undertake alone " 


With this understanding the police forces will know what 


(o do and will proceed to do it without-stopping to ask for in- 
structions and waiting to receive them. ' The chief in ques- 
tion asks the people of his city fo report immediately the 


• actions of men and women which seem to be suspicious in any 


way. Such reports will be followed by prompt investigation 
and.arrests if arrests are warranted. 
And the same will be 


rue in every city in the country where the police chiefs do 
their duty. These officers are, in reality, federal agents acting 
on flieir own judgment, and their work-along this particular 
line is liable to be of large value fo the country at a time when 
clanger lurks in most unsuspected quarters.

There is no question-that the vast majority of foreigners in 


he .UmtedvStates are loyal to the government, but there are 
those who would play into the hands of the enemy, as has been 
proved time and again. These dangerous characters must be 
watched and brought up with a round turn when detected, and 
in (Ins work the police can be of invaluable assistance fo the 
government authorities.
